Specifically, 
applicant asserts (page 8, 2nd paragraph) that Chapin does not disclose first and second streamline control elements that "function to 
reduce lubricant accumulation" (claims 1 & 21) or "streamline control means.. .for eliminating stagnation and flow reversal" (claim 12). 1^ 
response the Examiner considers these limitations as "intended use" recitations and does not overcome the prior art relied on because a 
recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior 
art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. It is considered the pending claims are absent these specific structural differences. 
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
